At East Gary they have an en- 
rollment of 204 children who are 
taught under released time in 
three different public schools. 
They hold a religious discussion 
hour for high school students 
every week in which 19 boys and 
girls are enrolled. They also 
have had two hour “discussion” 
meetings weekly for non-Catho- 
lic mothers of Catholic children. 
Eight have been enrolled, and 
they have’ effected the conver- 
sion of three. They visited 427 
Catholic and non-Catholic homes, 
distributed 1935 pieces of litera- 
ture, 371 religious articles, and 
have supplied food and clothing 
to several families, besides 
gathering three cases of canned 
food for war relief. 


At Miller’ they instruct 98) 
children attending elementary, 
and public high schools. They 
have visited all the families. of 
the parish and distributed 254 
pieces of literature. 

At Holy Rosary Parish, Gary, | 
they have an enrollment of 108 
children in the elementary and 
junior high schools. 

The three Catechists located 
at East Gary have 439 children | 
and older youths to instruct and 
eight adults. They have paid 
visits, while gathering a census, 
to 1578 homes, and in all dis- 
tributed more than 2400 pieces 
of literature. 

The Catechists from Holy 
Cross Mission Center in Goshen 
work among the children and 
parishioners of St. John’s Par- 
ish; St. Mary’s; St. Vincent’s, 
Elkhart; Sacred Heart, War- 
saw; St. Patrick’s, Ligonier; 
Blessed Sacrament, Albion; Im- 
maculate Conception, Kendall- 
ville, and Holy Angels’, Sturgis, 
Michigan, 

A summary of the Center’s 
work indicated a total enroll- 
ment of 342; an average attend- 
ance, 264; number of classes, 
496; Altar Boy classes, 73; Sum- 
mer School enrollment, 260; 
average attendance at summer 
school, 246; visits and calls, 596 
and Home Enthronements, 26. 
The children have been enrolled 
in fhe Holy Childhood Associa- 
tion and so far have ransomed 19 
pagan babies. The Catechists 
work in harmony with the par- 
ish sodalities and the CYO in 
Goshen and wherever organized 
in their territory. They have 
assisted in the re-check of the 
St. John’s Parish census ‘and 
have worked on the parish rec- 
ords at St. Vincent’s, Elkhart. 

At St. John’s, Goshen, 108 
classes were conducted for 86 
attendants, and the calls and 
visits amounted to 219. Close co- 
operation was achieved with the 


CYO; Junior Sodality Girls; 
Knights of the Altar; and the 
P.T.A. in line with their nation- 
al and diocesan programs in 
spiritual, cultural and social ac- 
tivities. 

Three catechists for three 
days for two weeks conducted 
two private classes for sodality 
members at St. Mary’s, and pre- 
pared 6 for First Holy Com- 
munion. 

The work in Elkhart consisted 
in conducting 15 classes, pre- 
paration of 5 for First Holy 
Communion and a total of 334 
calls and visits. 

Ninety-three classes were con- 
ducted at Sacred Heart, War- 
saw, and 6 were instructed for 
First Holy Communion. 

Two First Communicants were 
prepared at St. Patrick’s, Ligo- 
nier, and 18 attended 62 classes. 

The enrollment at Blessed, 
Sacrament, Albion, consisted of 
9 students for 26 classes, and 
there were two First Communi- 
cants. 

Fifty-five were enrolled dur- 
ing the year at Immaculate Con- 
ception, Kendallville, where 99 
classes were conducted. During 
the one-week summer school, 53 
were in attendance and 10 were 
prepared for Holy Communion. 

In Holy Angels’ Parish, Stur- 
gis, Michigan, 100 were in- 
structed in 93 classes during the 
year and 105 eame to classes 
conducted during the Summer 
School course. Fourteen were in- 
structed for Holy Communion.

(NC)—Dr. Antoni Deryng of the 
Catholic University of Lublin, Po- 
land, was elected president of Uni- 
versitas, the international associa- 
tion of Catholic college professors, 
at the recent second annual con- 
gress of the association here, at- 
tended by delegates from the Uni- 
ted States, Great Britain, Italy, 
Poland, Portugal, Switzerland, 
Spain, and France. 


A proposal that the society, 
founded at Montbarry, Switzerland, 
in April, 1945, move its headquar- 
ters to Rome was approved at the 
congress. Professors from Oxford 
University, the University of Coim- 
bra, Portugal, and Fordham Uni- 
versity presided at sessions in 
science, the arts and law. 


In a resolution adopted at the 
meeting, Universitas declared that 
it desired the cooperation, on an 
international plane, of all those 
who work for the dévelopment of 
a culture based on Christian spirit 
and truth.

Ossining, N. Y., Aug. 12 —(NC) 
— Bishop Raymond A. Lane, M.M.., 
of Lawrence, Mass., who spent 
three years and eight months in 
a Japanese concentration camp in 
Manchuria, has been elected Su- 
perior General of the Catholic Mis- 
sion Society of America (Mary- 
knoll Fathcrs:. it has n an- 
nounced here. He succeeds Bishop 
James E. Walsh. M.M., who has 
completed the established term of 
ten years. 

During the night of December 
8, 1941, Bishop Lane and his com- 
panion Maryknoll priests were ar- 
rested -at Fushun, Manchuria, and 
earried from their mission in a 
Japanese army truck. The Bishop 
remained a prisoner until Japan 
surrendered in August, 1945. Most 
of his confinement was spent at 
a camp in Szepingkai in northern 
Manchuria. When he was released 
he returned to Fushun, accompani- 
ed by a group of U. S. Army and 
Navy officers and enlisted men, 
who joined in the triumphant wel- 
come accorded to the Bishop by 
the Chinese. 

Bishop Lane, son of the !ate

What do you think of 
against the Church? 


We have shown his accusations 
to be unfounded, but we regard as 
dangerous to the whole Protestant 
cause Bishop Oxnam’s sympathy 
for Communism, which is basically 
atheistic. 

Being the head of the Federal 
Council of Churches no one is Mm 
better position to do more good or 
more harm for the general interest 
of Protestantism, but he is doing 
harm. 

He is, as you probably know, the 
author of a book on Russia, and 
some years ago visited Russia and 
seemed to have found no fault with 
the closing of all Christian church- 
es, the prohibition of any clergy- 
man even to preach to his congre- 
gation if there were youths under 
eighteen years of age at the ser- 
vice. 

Speaking at Columbus, Ohio, on 
Julv 8, 1946, he questions the mo- 
tives of “religious leaders who 
summon us to a ‘holy war’ on 
Communism.” Then he exhibited 
the poor logic of his mind when he 
said: “Had the religious leaders, 
now summoning us to war on Com- 
munism, attacked Fascism with 
equal vigor, the present ‘holy war’ 
could have been considered as a 
continuance of the struggle against 
totalitarianism in all its forms.” 

The highest Catholic “religious 
leader” wrote a special Encyclical 
letter condemning Nazism, and the 
Bishops of Germany jointly issued 
a number of pastoral letters to be 
read from all the Catholic church- 
es in the nation denouncing Naz- 
ism. But what we refer to as his 
bad logic his notion that the 
ideology of Nazism is not basically 
the same as that of Communism. 
Both are anti-religious, both im- 
perialistic, both attack the rights 
of the common man, both uphold 
the absolutism of the State. 

Then he asked: “But why the co- 
operation in terms of Concordats 
and in some cases frank approv- 
al?” A Concordat does not mean 
cooperation. It means a bargain, 
in the name of Christ, to salvage 
something of Christian institu- 
tions, and the right of the child to 
be educated in the religion of his 
parents. Hitler violated this Con- 
cordat, and Pope Pius XI told the 
world that he had. 

He asked further: “It is very dif- 
ficult to understand cooperation 
nat Mea, Nazi Germany 

ascist Spain, and a ‘holy war’ |

against Communist Russia.” The 
Church did not cooperate with Fas- 
cist Italy except in so far as it also 
wrote a Concordat to protect the 
liberty “of the Church. Surely the 
Church is obligated, out of loyalty 
to ,Christ, to see that “the things 
that are God’s” are given to Him 
as far as possible. 

The. Church never cooperated 
with Fascist Spain either. It de- 
fended Franco only insofar as a 
defender of religion against the 
power which aimed at destroying 
it. 

We wonder what the attitude of 
Bishop Oxnam would have been if 
Italy and Spain had been Metho- 
dist, and if Russia threathened to 
come in and destroy it. 

The Bishop said further: “The 
‘holy war’ is viewed. by some as an 
attempt to win so-called big busi- 
ness to Roman Catholic support, 
since the attack on Communism is 
interpreted by some as an espousal 
of capitalism.” 

The fact that it is so viewed by 
“some” does not mean that the 
Church has had any such motive. 

The Bishop immediately contra- 
dicted himself when he said: “It 
should be abundantly clear, how- 
ever, that Rome is not standing for 
capitalism. It is, in fact, support- 
ing political movements in Europe 
that means ‘its overthrow.” If

The 
Church ,asks the clergy and the 
people to follow conscience in vot- 
ing, and evidently the Christian 
conscience would be opposed to any 
atheistic or anti-Christian move- 
ment whether it be Communism or 
Fascism. 

He closed the talk, according to 
the newspaper report, by saying: 
“I trust that Protestantism is pur- 
suing a wiser course.” As a mat- 
ter of fact it is not. It is playing 
with Communists and other irreli- 
gious forces in the hope of check- 
ing the growth of Catholicism. The 
Bishop needs to be reminded . of 
Christ’s clear words: “He who is 
not with Me is against Me.”

We feel sure that the common 
people in Russia who did the fight- 
ing and dying in World War Il 
would like to have peace and a 
chance to make and use some of 
the good things of life.

These may be of un- 
glazed clay which sell for a few 
centavos or articles of beautiful 
lacquer work. Most of the pot- 
tery can be used in or on the 
stove as well as on the table. 
Each district specializes in its own 
particular style of pottery, but 
much of it is of plain brown clay 
ware which the Mexican house- 
wife uses for everything from 
boiling water to roasting meat. 


In Mexico City there is a small 
factory which melts old glass and 
makes it into useful and beauti- 
ful articles. The vase and tum- 
bler in the illustration came from 
this factory. The tumbler is a 
shade of amber, and the vase is 
royal blue. They are hand- 
blown. The art of glass blowing 
was introduced into Mexico by 
the Spaniards, but the Mexicans 
have supplemented their own 
ideas as to colors and shapes. 


It is truly remarkable what

also made in homes or small fac- 
tories. 


Another art of the Mexicans 
is basket weaving. Baskets are 
made, in all sizes and shapes from 
huge clothes hampers to small 
baskets for children. And each 
weaver takes pride in the fact 
that the design on no two bas- 
kets is alike. 

Women and children help in 
these home-factories. The wom- 
en also make articles of the 
beautiful well-known drawn work 
of Mexico. These range from the 
coarse work on aprons and tea 
cloths ta fine handkerchiefs and 
underwear. 

One of the more delicate and 
beautiful arts of Mexico is feath- 
er work. It is said this exquisite 
work is done only in two other 
places in the world, in Jerusalem 
and Japan. objects made 
are usually b from tiny ones 
on place cards, which require 
only one or two minute feathers, 
to huge eagles. A branch is 
painted on a piece of card-board 
and the feather bird is perched on 
it. Great skill is required to 
paste the feathers in place.

The colonial Spaniards were so 
fond of tiles for their homes that 
for years they imported them 
from Spain. As this was expen- 
sive, they searched diligently 
over Mexico to find a clay soil 
from which tiles could be “prop- 
erly made,” according to Spanish 
ideals. A suitable clay was even- 
tually found at Puebla, not far 
from Mexico City. Puebla is 
still the center of the tile iAdus- 
try, and tiles are still placed 
somewhere in the wall of a house, 
the number depending on the 
style of the house. 

Material for many household 
articles is supplied by cactus 
plants which are plentiful in 
Mexico. From cactus fiber is 
made clothing, hats, matting, 
baskets, paper, string, and rope. 

Of course, most of the output 
of the homes and factories is for 
home consumption, but there is 
also an eye for tourist trade. It 
is not necessary to go to Mexico 
to buy Mexican wares as every 
day more and more articles from 
south of the border are finding 
their way into stores of the

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CREAT danger to chastity 
arises from the tendency 
during courtship to express 
through physical actions one’s 
affections for his companion. 
While this is a natural and uni- 
versal tendency it is fraught 
with great danger. Caresses, 
embraces, kisses, and familiari- 
ties of all sorts may be well-in- 
tentioned, but they are loaded 
with dynamite. What began as a 
mere manifestation of affection 
quickly become charged 
with passion and flame into lust. 
While a few gentle expressions 
of affection may be void of lust 
and of venereal pleasure, and 
hence innocent enough, the no- 
torious fact is that they can 
easily and speedily degenerate 
into passion. 

Hence the wiser and the safer 
course, as previously mentioned, 
is to follow the “hands-off” 
policy and abstain from all phys- 
ical contact. After engagement, 
it may be possible for the couple 
to express their love through a 
modest kiss or a reverent caress. 
Even here, however, great re- 
straint and constant vigilance 
are in order. For the precept of 
chastity binds them as it binds 
all the rest of mankind. 

In fact, double caution would 


seem to be called for here be-/ 


cause of the very fact that they 
love each other so deeply and so 
strongly. They must always re- 
member that they are not cold 
white marble but flesh and blood 
that has an age-old record of 
weakness. Hold straw before a 
flame and it will burn. If young

N the town of Desio, near Milan, on October 12, 1857, the 260th 
occupant of the Papal Chair, Achille Ratti (Pius XI) was born. 
His education included studies at St. Charles College, Milan, the 
Lombard College in Rome, and the Angelica, a College founded 


by Leo XIII. 


After his ordination in 1879, he was sent to the 


village of Barni, as a curate. A Professorship of Theology and 
Sacred Eloquence at Milan Seminary, followed his curatorship, 
and in 1888 he was appointed to the staff of the Ambrosian 


Library of which he was made 


Prefect in 1907. He traveled in 


England during these years, and studied at Oxford. Much of his

sumption, August 22, the 
Church throughout the werld 
will observe for the second time 
this year a new feast in Mary’s 
honor. It is primarily intended 
to perpetuate the memory of the 
consecration of the whole Church 
and the human race to the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary. 


The consecration occurred on 
october 31, 1942, at which time 
the scourge of the great conflict 
was afflicting all peoples. Pope 
Pius XII, who performed the 
momentous act, recalled at the 
same time the promises of the 
Blessed Virgin given at Fatima 
in Portugal in 1917. These were 
of both an individual and social 
significance. 

It was hoped that the. formal 
and public act of consecration 
itself would be supplemented by 
such practices of devotion as 
have followed the former act of 
Leo XIII in consecrating the 
word to the Sacred Heart. By 
the cultivation of the revelations 
of the Immaculate Heart at Fa- 
tima there will develop a more 
universal public veneration. 

When Pope Pius decreed the 
general character of this new 
feast of the Assumption’s octave 
day, further reasons were also 
stated. They are: that the im- 
petration of the Blessed Virgin 
may be besought for the peace 
of all nations and the liberty of 
the Church everywhere, and that 
sinners being delivered from 
their guilt, all the faithful may 
be united in the love of purity 
and the exercise of the Christian 
virtues.

He’s Charles E. McGrath, now employed as a copy boy) 
on the Washington Post. He has two brothers attending Georgetown |

Hamilton Over Cobb... 


And now there is a rejoinder from Mr, John T. Morgan of Wheel- 
wright, Mass., to a letter from Sam A. Dunne, who is a Ty Cobb fan 
and who offered some comment here recently to the effect that he 
thought Cobb was every bit as good a baserunner as Mr. Morgan’s old 
time hero, Billy Hamilton. Mr. Morgan writes in good temper and 
isn’t angry, but believes Mr. Dunn is “overzealous” in his attempts to 
make out a case for Cobb over Hamilton as a baserunner. 


“In my opinion,” writes Mr. Morgan, “Hamilton’s advantage 
over Cobb in 1889-90-9- when the pitcher’s plate was 50 feet from 
home does not compare with the advantage Cobb had over Hamilton 
in the number of games played during the season. Ccbb’s best 
three years on the base paths shows 255 stolen bases in 458 games, 
while Hamilton swiped 287 sacks in 1894-95-96 in 383 games. In 
my book, Hamilton is the speed boy of them all. Billy scored 1694 
runs in 1578 games, which is amazing. His highest mark was 196 
runs in 131 games in 1894.” 


Speaking Of Heroes... 


T. J. Kelly, a veteran of World War I who has spent most of the 
time since then in and out of hospitals and who is now a patient in 
the army hospital at Oteen, N. C., writes again to say that his favorite 
baseball team of all time was the old Philadelphia Athletics of the 
1910-14 era. He said he used to see them play in their old park, then 
called Columbia Park, located at 30th and Columbia avenue in Phila- 
delphia just before they moved to Shibe Park, their present home. 


“I was only a kid then,” he writes, “but always worked at beth 
parks and saw all the games. Soon after the Athletics moved, our 
whole family moved, too, and to within two blocks of Shibe park. 
I was then an altar boy at St. Columba’s church, 24th and Lehigh, . 
and my ideal players were Jack Barry, Jack Coombs and Ira 
“Thomas. They attended Mass every morning and I always got there 
to serve. It was great for a young kid to see his heroes at such 
close quarters. I used to attend morning practice with the Athletics 
‘and pitched to them in batting practice, and later pitched for 
Catholic High.” é 


Incidentally, in his latest letter, Mr. Kelly reveals that he re- 
ceived his crippling injuries on Nov. 9, 1918—just two days before the 
other war ended! Then he adds: 

“I was just splattered: with a hand grenade. It left me with quite 
a few scars and shattered ear drums. Outside of that, an acute cellu- 
litis, tuberculosis and a heart condition, I’m in pretty good shape and 
thank God I’m still able to kick.”

ROPAGANDA and catch-words 
mislead many into believing 
that the worker is the man who 
carries a dinner pail and that 


everyone who does not do so is an/= 


enemy of the worker. They are 
creating the impression that-there 
is something uncommon in work, 
that it is a monopoly of one class, 
and in particular, the class that 
wears overalls, has big muscles, 
and carries a hammer. 

The term “Worker” does not be- 
long to any unique class. The capi- 
talist is a worker, the university 
professor is a worker, and the 
nurse is a worker. ° 

The worker from a Christian 
point of view means anyone who is 
active enough to procure for him- 
self the necessities of life in order 
to secure leisure for saving his 
soul, and who creates utility for 
his neighbor and _ spiritualizes 
matter in order that civilization 
might advance. 

Let not any class claim Him 
uniquely as its own, as Christ the 
Worker. True it was that for the 
greater part of His life He labored 
with His hands and practiced a 
trade. But He was not a member 
of a class as opposed to another 
class in society, for is the Redeem- 
er of mankind the member of a 
class? He stands in a unique rela- 
tion to mankind as the only volun- 
teer worker in the world. 

The very profession He chose, 
that of-a carpenter, was a proof 
that He owned that upon which He 
worked and He worked upon that 
which He owned. He was not an 
employee working for a corpora- 
tion; He was not an employer 
using capital to hire others to make 
it useful. He worked upon the uni- 
verse He owned like an artist works 
upon the canvas he owns. 

Hence neither the employer nor 
the employe alone can invoke Him 
as their patron; neither can say 
“He belonged to our class.” He 
was outside all classes because He 
was the worker, and the worker 


is not the employe hating the capi- |: 


talist:.nor is the worker the capi- 
talist enslaving the employe. 

The worker is he who by his 
work establishes bonds with God 
by submission to its penanee; with 
neighbor by the fulfillment of 
common needs; and with nature by 
giving it the imprint of a mind 
made to the image and likeness of 
God.

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Capuchin Order 
In Europe Hit 
Hard By War Il 


etroit, Aug. 12 —(special) — 
Tie ro tale of destruction which 
the recent war .inflicted on the 
Capuchin Order in Europe was re- 
cently described in. a letter dis- 
patched from the General of the 
Order in Rome to the Provincial 
headquarters. of the St. Joseph 
Province, 1740 Mt. Elliott Ave., 
here in Detroit. The Most Rev. 
Clement Neubauer, 0.F.M., Cap., 
a native of Milwaukee, Wis., who 
was recently appointed to the 
highest post of the Capuchin Order 
by Pope Pius XII, mentioned that 
the damage done to the Order was 
very great and begged for the im- 
mediate help of the American ped- 
ple. : 

His letter, which enumerates th 
vacious monasteries” and churches 
destroyed as. a result of the war, 
shows that the greatest harm was 
indicted on the many Provinces in 
Germany and Italy, though the 
Provinces in Belgium, Holland, Po- 
land and France were not left un- 
seathed. In all, 12 monasteries 
and 11 churches were completely 
destroyed; 111 monasteries and 15 
churches were seriously damaged, 
some even to the extent of being 
half destroyed; and lighter dam- 
ages were inflicted on other mon- 
asteries. 


The General mentioned that the 
need of these Provinces is very 
great, not only because of their 
serious impoverishment, but also 
because of the lack of facilities 
for training new candidates for 
the Order. Many of the monas- 
teries destroyed had served as 
seminaries or clericates, seraphic 
schools and novitiates. And al- 
though the General optimistically 
states that vocations are again 
on the increase, still, there is no 
place in which to house and train 
these candidates. Clothing and 
food are likewise hard to find. 


Fr. Clement closes his letter 
with a plea for assistance, declar- 
ing that the future of the im- 
poverished Capuchin Provinces de- 
pends on the immediate help which 
the American people can give to 
the European Capuchin sons of 
St. Francis.

in Western Ukraine and Carpatho- 
Ukraine. This Church as such. no 
longer exists. In its stead is sub- 
stituted the Russian Orthodox 
Church, a functional organ of So- 
viet foreign policy. All Ukrainian 
Bishops and their Metropolitan 
were arrested; of 4,600 Catholic 
priests more than 3,000 were killed, 
imprisoned or deported. Churches, 
religious houses, monasteries, 
printing establishments, libraries 
and archives were liquidated or ap- 
propriated by the new Soviet Or- 
thodox Church. 


Metropolitan Slipy is reported to 
be in a Kiev prison awaiting 
“trial.” The Bishops of Lviv, Stan- 
islaviv and Drohobych are said to 
be dead. Only a very few Catholic 
priests became “apostate.” The 
great majority of them, loyal to 
the Pope, are either deported or 
dead. Those who remain must go 
into hiding. 

Towards the end of 1945 there 
were some Catholic priests who 
celebrated their Masses by night 
under the protection of the power- 
ful Ukrainian underground forces. 
The Russian Orthodox priests, sub- 
stituted for the displaced clergy, 
are members of the Communist 
Party.

New Soviet 
|}Orthodox Church 


The new Russian or Soviet Or- 
thodox Church, re-established in 
1943 and properly subordinated to 
the Kremlin, is a strong instrument 
of Soviet foreign policy. Patriarch 
Alexei remains completely under 
Stalin’s control and is known for 
bitter enmity toward the Catholic 
Church and especially toward the 
Pope. In all Soviet-dominated 
countries are now found represen- 
tatives and bishops of Patriarch 
Alexei. Special eparchies are being 
created in Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, the Bal- 
tic States, occupied Germany and 
now even in France. 


In Czechoslovakia there now re- 
sides a Russian Orthodox bishop in. 
Velehrad, capital of St. Methodius. 
After the Czecholslovakia elections 
a few weeks ago, the communists 
started a violent campaign against 
the Catholic Church. The action is 
being carried on particularly in 
schools where the teachers, upon 
instruction of the Ministry of Pro- 
paganda, discourage both parents 
and children from the taking of re- 
ligious instruction. 


While it is almost impossible to 
penetrate the Soviet “iron curtain,” 
the Russian hand stretches out to 
the American and British zones of 
occupied Germany and Austria.

Priest Says Revolt 
Against Tito Wilf 
Bring Civil War 


Former Chaplain With 
Partisans In Yugoslavia 
Says Regime Is ‘Red’ 


Melbourne, Australia, Aug. 12.— 
(NC)—Revolt against what he 
termed the Red rule imposed by 
Marshall Tito in Yugoslavia will 
sooner or later result in civil war, 
in the opinion of the Rev. John 
Chokolich, who is back home at 
Perth after serving as a Royal Air 
Force chaplain during the war with 
Tito’s Partisans. 

4 Yugoslav by birth, Father 
Chokolich was' assigned to the 
Tito forces through an arrangement 
worked out by Winston Churchill, 
sritain’s war leader, and Marshal 
Tito. because he could read and 
speak their language. The British 
provided the Yugoslavs with uni- 
forms under the arrangement and 
they were distinguished only by 
a Red Star worn on their caps. Fa- 
ther Chokolich joined the Tito 
forces after the fall of Rome. 

Recounting his experiences he 
said that as a whole the Tito forces 
were communistic, anti-religious 
and atheistic. Some, he said, were 
secretly Catholics who had joined 
the Partisans in the hope of get- 
ting home. They feared to profess 
their faith openly lest something 
happen to them.or their families, 
but many came to him secretly for 
help and advice, Father Chokolich 
said. 

Every effort was made to get him 
to join the Yugoslav army, the 
former chaplain related, and Par- 
tisan leaders in North Africa par- 
ticularly were anxious for him to 
switch from the R.A.F. to Tito for 
propaganda reasons, but he coun- 
tered all these moves. 


Partisan leaders, he declared, 
placed every obstacle in his path 
to keep him from carrying on his 
duties as a priest. When he would 
arrive at a place to offer a pre- 
arranged Mass, there would al- 
ways be something else scheduled 
—<drill, football, theater. The 
priest said that he was followed 
constantly by Tite spies. He served 
a total of 2,500 Partisans, he de- 
clared, but only 50 of this number 
had sufficient courage to profess 
their faith by attendance at Mass 
and reception of the Sacraments. 

Marshal Tito, Father ~Chokolich 
said, never has been a true Yugo- 
slav patriot, but has been an in- 
strument in the hands of Stalin, 
contesting for Russian domination 
rather than Yugoslavian freedom. 


It was recalled that Tito’s real 
name is Josip Broz and that he was 
a blacksmith by trade. He became 
& communist during the misery 
which followed World War I and 


organized the “Trajna Interna-/| 


tionalna Teroristicka Organizacia” 
(Soviet International Terrorist Or- 
ganization) and from the initials 
of this movement—T.1.T.0.—he 
adopted his name as he rose to 
power, 

The former chaplain ventured 
the opinion that when the Russians 
are withdrawn from Yugoslavia, a 
revolt against the present Yugo- 
slav dictator will come.
